Prophets who forecast a city 
sales tax would raise between 
$80,000 and $100,000 per year 
were deemed too optimistic when 
the measure was> put into effect 
at the end of March, 1947. 
But now it seems they were too 
conservative. 
_ 
According to figures submitted 
to city council Wednesday by 
City Treasurer Robert M. Peter­ 
son, total collections for the first 
full fiscal year the measure has 
been in operation—July 1, 1947, 
to June 30, 1948—were $122,277.­ 
51.Since the measure went into 
effect about April 1, 1947, sales 
tax collections have been $137,­ 
194.65. Of this amount, $102,895.­ 
99 has been placed in the capital 
fund and $34,298.66 in the gen­ 
eral fund. Firms in the city col­ 
lecting city sales tax number 
326. 
As expected, the quarter con­ 
taining January, February and 
March showed the greatest re­ 
turns but the next quarter, April, 
May and June, was right behind 
it. Smallest collections came in 
the three summer months of July, 
August and September. 
By quarters, collections have 
been:

Uninjured in Accident 


A t Desert A ir Park 


Dr. Ross S u t h e r l a n d , well 
known southland physician who 
maintains offices at Beverly Hills 
and commutes from there to his 
Rancho Mirage home by airplane, 
walked away from a crash Wed­ 
nesday morning 
with 
nothing 
more than a slight wrist sprain 
but narrowly missed death or 
serious injury to himself and 
others. 
The crash aroused the entire 
Rancho Mirage neighborhood in 
the vicinity of Desert Air Park at 
5 a.m. and cut several people 
from 
communication with the 
outside world by telephone. 


DR. SUTHERLAND had flown 
into Desert Air Park Tuesday eve­ 
ning at 6 o’clock. He had planned 
to lly back to Los Angeles at 
a a.m. Wednesday for an early 
appointment at ms medical oi- 
fices. 
B ut he was unable to get his 
advanced trainer, which he had 
obtained from the army after the 
war, off the ground very far in 
the dawn take-off. The plane tore 
out some telephone wires lead­ 
ing to Indio, spun under a high 
power line and 
clipped 
more 
power line and clipped more 
wires to Palm Springs on the 
other side of Del Sol road. 


IT THEN SKIDED on its back 
to within a few feet of the David 
Van Nette residence, stopping 
just outside of the window ol 
the room where the Van Nattes 
were asleep. 
Dr. Sutherland, who had un­ 
buckled 
his safety 
belt, 
was 
thrown clear of tine wreckage 
and, although badly shaken up, 
complained only of a slight pain 
in his left wrist. 


AWAKENED by the terrific 
crash almost at their bedroom 
window, the Van Nettes hurried 
outside to see Dr. Sutherland 
standing in their yard, tugging 
at the straps of his parachute. 
Other residents of the Rancho 
Mirage area, 
aroused 
by 
the 
noise, were quickly on the scene 
but there was no need for first 
aid. There was no fire but the 
state forestry departm ent truck 
from Cathedral City was sum­ 
moned because of leaking gas­ 
oline. 


AFTER 
S U R V E Y I N G the 
wreckage, Dr. Sutherland sum­ 
moned aid to get him to Indio 
where he boarded a bus for Los 
Angeles to keep his appointments 
for the day.

crumpled, lay on its back close 
to the Van Nette home. 
Cause of the mishap has not 
yet been determined.

Protests 
which 
have 
b e e n 
smoldering under the surface for 
the past few weeks broke out 
into the open at Riverside yester­ 
day when Supervisor James I. 
Easley of the Fourth district and 
Harry C. Harper, former Cham­ 
ber of Commerce secretary and 
now Village publicist, declared 
that Palm Springs would oppose 
construction of the proposed ce­ 
ment and plaster plant in the 
vicinity of the Southern Pacific 
depot. 
Announcement of the proposed 
plant was made in The Sun Tues­ 
day. 


NEXT TUESDAY the voice of 
the Village will be heard in vig­ 
orous protest against the pro­ 
posed cement mill when a large 
delegation 
appears 
before 
the 
county planning commission. At 
that time second hearing on a 
zoning 
ordinance 
designed 
to 
protect resort areas from just 
such encroachments will be held. 
All Villagers who feel that the 
plant would prove detrimental to 
their investments here are urged 
to be at that hearing. 


FIRST HEARING on the meas­ 
ure was held in June and Tues­ 
day at 9 a.m. before the planning 
commission 
will 
be 
the 
final 
chance for Villagers to air their 
views. 
According to Harper the ee 
ment plant, approximately seven 
miles by highway from town 
and 
upwind — would 
threaten

would be built by S. Guiberson 
Jr.. of Dallas. Texas.

He proposes, 
according to reports, to build a 
cement plant there, such as now 
exists at Colton and Crestmore. 
Reports from Los Angeles are 
that up to $10,000.000 will be in­ 
vested in the project.

Five years ago, assessed valua­ 
tion of the Village was $6.960.920.

This represents a gain of a mil­ 
lion and a quarter within the 
confines of the city limits. 
When the public utility figures 
are received, total assessed val- 
rations in the city will crowd the 
$17,500,000 mark. 
Last year, assessed valuations 
of the city totalled $15,629,330. 
Five years ago, assessed value 
of Palm Springs was $6,960,920, 
almost $10,000,000 less than this 
year. 


THE 
GREAT 
UPSURGE 
in 
buildings and development of the 
Village area since the war was 
reflected in this $9,936,270 gain in 
five years. 
Most of the increase is repre­ 
sented in the past three years. 
The gain was slow’ but steady 
until the 1946-47 year when an 
adjustment in land values plus 
the greatly accelerated improve­ 
ment activity, shot values up 
four and one half million in a 
year. 


THIS YEAR'S figures were all 
time highs for both city and coun­ 
ty. County valuations increased 
almost $16,000,000 over last year, 
Burchfield said. 
Land and other taxable prop­ 
erty in the county this year was 
assessed at $139,517.870 this year. 
Last year the total was $123.545,­ 
270. 
“There has been no general in­ 
crease in the assessment rate,” 
said Burchfield. “The increase is 
due mostly to improvements on 
property and new subdivisions.” 


THE 
FIGURES 
released 
by 
Burchfield do not include public 
utilities which will further sw’ell 
the assessed valuation of the Vil­ 
lage when released by the state 
board of equalization. All other 
tangible assets are included, how­ 
ever. 
Government property was not 
assessed 
and 
welfare 
groups, 
churches, colleges and veterans 
received exemptions. Exemptions 
increased this year due mostly to 
the number of veterans who have 
obtained property, the assessor 
said. 


PALM SPRINGS increased its 
hold on second place in the coun­ 
ty with values almost double that 
of Corona, the third city. Banning 
was fourth with $3.000.000 and 
See ASSESSMENTS.

COUNTY ZONING and building code, long sought for the desert 
area, seems unlikely of adoption this year according to reports from 
Riverside. The recent request of a group of Coachella Valley citizens 
for passage of a building code for the desert area ran into a snag 
when presented to the county board of supervisors. Robert Fitz­ 
gerald. board chairman, has taken the position that a building code 
cannot be adopted for any certain part of the county but must 
apply for the county as a whole. The Coachella group, which 
included interested Palm Springs and Cathedral City citizens, had 
hoped that zoning measures and a building code for this area could 
be set up through the establishment of a local board. 
As pointed out by L. C. Lewis, president of the Cathedral City 
Chamber of Commerce, a building code is needed right now to 
prevent destruction of property values in this district. As far as 
zoning is concerned, it was pointed out by S. E. Wilder of the county 
planning commission, that the m atter has been before the county 
board a number of times and has been voted down because so many 
people appeared in opposition to it. More support is needed by those 
who favor such a measure, it appears. 
The entire issue is another example of the vast difference in 
problems of the desert area portion of Riverside county and the 
difficulties we always encounter with the county board. The prob­ 
lems are becoming more pronounced year by year—and so are the 
demands of the people of this area that they be recognized by the 
county government. Some of these problems were mentioned in 
this column a week ago. The day is not far off when citizens of 
this area will present a united front. When they do, the county 
board will find it difficult to side-step the issues presented— 
whether or not it is an election year. 


AFTER TWO YEARS of planning and waiting, The Desert Sun 
moves into its beautiful new home this week. The event marks the 
beginning of a vastly improved service to the readers and adver­ 
tisers of this newspaper—places The Desert Sun in a position to 
keep pace with the rapidly growing desert area.

New Construction 
Effect Being Felt 


Already Taking Pinch 
Out of Shortages 


How far new construction has 
already taken the pinch out of 
the housing shortage is show n by 
the general stabilization of prices 
for used houses, the N ational As­ 
sociation of R eal Estate Boards 
reported this week. Conclusions 
w ere based upon the results of 
the 48th sem i-annual survey of 
the real estate m arket w hich cov­ 
ered 208 cities in 48 states. 
“Used 
hom es 
older 
than 
10 
years,” says the report, "carry a 
som ew hat low er price th an they 
did a year ago in 64 per cent of 
the reporting cities, keep approx­ 
im ately th e sam e price tag in 26 
per cent of th e cities, and are 
selling at a higher figure in only 
10 per cent. For used residences 
less than 10 y ears old, th e prices 
are the sam e in 56 per cent of the 
reporting cities, lower in 31 per 
cent, and higher in only 13 per 
cent. 
“Prices of used houses are ex­ 
pected to rem ain the sam e or in 
some cases to decline som ewhat 
fu rth e r'd u rin g th e rem ainder of 
1948 in 92 per cent of the report­ 
ing cities. 
“Prices of new homes, which 
reflect th e trend in labor and m a­ 
terial costs, are higher than a 
year ago in 57 per cent of the 
cities, the sam e in 35 per cent, 
and low er in 8 per cent.

The tiny flakes of yellow metal which the bearded 
miner sees in his pan was one of the far-reaching 
forces that accelerated the slow but steady western 
movement of the peoples of the world. 


The discovery of gold at Sutter’s Mill in January, 1848, 
precipitated the rush of ’49, one of the great human 
treks of history. In that year California began to draw 
men as a magnet draws filings and the important 
thing about the whole business was, not the amount 
of gold dug from the hills, but the fact that its dra­ 
matic discovery publicized California throughout the 
world as a land of liberty and promise. The gold dust 
the miners panned from the stream beds was indeed

* ' to Sunrise way, both the 
lattt 
treets providing impor­ 
tant outlets for a large district. 
Acceptance of the recommen­ 
dations by council precipitated a 
discussion about streets in the 
northern section of the city. 


"I DON’T LIKE to start this 
since it is up near the Racquet 
club,” said Mayor Charles Far­ 
rell. owner of the club, “but how 
about Racquet club road linking 
Indian avenue and Palm Canyon 
drive9 My constituents up in dis­ 
trict four are after me hot and 
heavy for action there.” 
City Engineer George Minturn 
reported that some time ago he 
had written to every property 
owner along the street regarding 
improvement and the acquisition 
of sufficient land to bring it to the 
60-foot width required before it 
could be included in the “streets 
of major importance” classifica­ 
tion.

ter of 1947.
